Bertings of Mining Companies. 


UNITED MEXICAN MINING ASSOCIATION. x 
The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 5, Finsbury- 
circus, on Wednesday,—Sir Joun Kasruorr, Bart., in the chair, 
The Secretary read the notice convening the meeting, the minutes of the last one 
(whieh were confirmed), and the following directors’ report :— 


The directors, in making their half-yearly report upon the affairs of the company, 
commence with a general description of the operations which have been carried on, 
and detailed each month, up to date of the last despatches received from Guanaxuato. 

Jesus Mania-¥-Jose.—The principal works prosecuted in this mine have been the 
Pozos of San Hilario, Encarnacion, and San Francisco Javier, and also the level of 
San Juan. In the month of June the water in San Franciseo Javier having been en- 
tirely got out, it was resolved to go further down, with the intention of communi- 
cating this work with the other pozos named, but as it again re-appeared in July, 
the plan of working was changed, and in lieu of deepening the work an incline was run 
to meet the new level called San Juan, the double advantage'being gained of obtain- 
ing ventilation and assisting the extraction of the ore, which the lode in the inclined 
working was yielding in fair quantity, and of a superior quality. During August 
tae quantity of ore discovered proved variable throughout the month, and, to assist 
the extraction, a small level was opened on it to connect the inclined pozo of San 
Francisco Javier with the north-west frente of San Anselmo, and from this point the 
principal extraction was derived. The operations of September were satisfactory, 
and produced favourable results. There was a continuance of good ore at an increased 
depth, «nd a hopefal aspect at the furthest advanced point to the north. There was 
a draw-back, however, tothe works, from an increase of water, which proceeded 
chiefly from the frente of San Juan. The advices of October announced the opera- 
tions of the month to have been satisfactory; the indications for the future present 
encouraging appearances, The vertical pozo of San Francisco baving, it may be added, 
communicated with the level of San Juan, that undertaking had come to an end, The 
results during November were stated to have been variable, but the produce of the 
month amounted to 458 cargas ofclean ore, Gushes of water from the vein had im- 
peded the labours, occasioning trouble and expense ; a work to facilitate the drainage 
was, consequently, being proceeded with, and when completed would, it was trusted, 
keep the mine dry at a comparatively smalloutiay. The directors consider it may be 
sutisfactory to the shareholders to have the following returns laid before them ag to 
the produce of Jesus Maria-y-Jose, these showing that there were remitted to the 
Hacienda of Dolores—in June 320 cargas; July, 480; August, 360; September, 400; 
October, 580; November, 458: total, 2598 cargas, The Commissioners in the month 
of July, and subsequently, express a hope that the improved prospects of this mine 
might justify the expense of a new shaft; the letter of Major Farrell of the 18th of 
November, however, in regard thereto, states—‘‘ The directors will perceive that I 
am still hesitating and waiting events before determining upon a new shaft, being of 
opinion that to commence a work involving an outlay of at least $60,000 or $70,000, 
would be unwise, until the prospects of the mine are more declared, and indemnifi- 
e.tion for such an outlay more apparent. This consideration is, I conceive, more es- 
pecially pressed upon me by the present position of the finances of the association, 
and the instructions of the directors thereto.” The debt due from this mine to the 
company is $171,790 6 5. f 

La Tainivap.—The directors may explain that in June the only work carried on 
in this mine was the level to the north-west of San Andres, which during the month 
advanced 25 varas towards San Albino, with which it was intended to ieate. 
The next object in view, on the completion of this work, was the opening of pozos 
on the bunches of ore cut in three distinct points in the levels, to see if it would 
widen out, and improve at a greater depth. On the 10th of July the communication 
between the level of San Andres and the incline of San Albino was effected; and close 
to the point of junction another patch of ore was discovered, being the fourth in this 
level. It was the intention of Mr. Furber to have at once begun the exploration of 
these deposits, by opening pozos upon the most promising points; but the quality of 
the lode was so porous, and it contained so much water, absorbed as it were into it, 
that he considered it more prudent to carry down the shaft further, to form a reser- 
voir, iuto which the water might ran, and from whence it could easily be brought to 
the surface, During August the principal work was the deepening of this shaft, upon 
the termination of which three pozos were commenced, to explore the nature and 
value of an equal number of patches of ore passed throngh in the level of San Andres ; 
and these works, named respectively El Carmen, San Luis, and San Albino, were 
proseeuted accordingly with vigour, The water, it is reported, gave but little troubie, 
and seemed to decrease, ‘The advices of October stated that the speculation of the 
mine during the month had not produced any positive result, nor developed any- 
thing of a flattering nature—the vein, it would seem, proving very inconstant, fa- 
vourable uppearances one day, being followed by the reverse the next. The Novem- 
ber advices, however, have announced the prospects of the mine to have somewhat 
improved. Inthe pozo of El Carmen the ore had become better in quality, though 
the quantity extracted was small; and in the pozo of San Albino Mr. Furber was in 
hopes of mecting with ore shortly, asa part of the mine was being approached where 
the vein looked promising above, The frente of San Andres being continued until 
the ore disappeared, it was stopped, and a pozo opened, named San Carlos. In this 
work a few cargas of good ore had been got out, and at the date of the last despatches 
there was a deposit on the south side, narrow, but of good ley. ‘The debt due to the 
company from this mine is $128,241 7 5. 

ALpAna.—The proprietors are aware that this mine still remains inthe hands of 
the association, Whether its retention will depend on the future finances warrant- 
ing a trial of the rich deposits of ore believed to exist, or whether it will be parted 
with ou a satisfactory offer boing made, circumstances will guide the commissioners. 
Pie debt due to the company from this mine is $114,097 4. 

favas.--The directors regret to say that the owners having worked this mine

He idered the part he had taken in the business would 
secure him from being thought likely to fall back now, and he considered the resolu- 
tion strong enough for any one. It was not proper that proceedings of this kind 
should be conducted with indecent haste ; and it would give the directors one more 
opportunity of relenting. 

A SHAREHOLDER : One was not likely to relent. He was too great an old sinnner. 

Mr. Havow seconded the resvlution, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Hapow then proposed a cordial vote of thanks to the chairman, to whom th

Srm,—Among the many subterfuges discovered by interested parties, and offered as 
a paliative for the non-success of the flagitious gold companies, was uniform super- 
ficiality, which has been made to rest on the assumed authority of geologists and 
miners. Among the names quoted was to be found that of your estimable corre- 
spondent, Mr. Evan Hopkins. It afforded me grest pleasure to read in the Mining 

‘ournal that Mr. Hopkins, so far from eer een et veins as only superficially 
auriferous, he distinctly recognises their variety, pointe out one of them as hav. 
ing “ been found productive to the depth of 200 fms.” Therefore, I presume, he may 
no longer be quoted as supporting such an unqualified assertion by his experience,

To 
study facts is the surest way to disubase the mind of prejudices, which, wise as we 
think ourselves, there never was more need of doing, for they have fully usurped in 
our understandings a similar absolute rule as the ‘innate ideas” of the old pbilo-~ 
“opby which we despise, By attention to facts, men will by degrees appreciate the 
enormous falsity of what is taught respecting ig ly compounded rocks, and as 
the mist of prejudice is graduall dispelled, the intellect will beeome prepared to ap- 
preciate a system, as unrivalled in its grandeur and originality as in the truths of its 
basis. They will then estimate what they are already under warrant to believe, that 
instead of a chaotic universe, mingled of vast regions of barren, wasteful void, and 
huge masses of inert matter, destitute of any internal law, a living and moving spirit, 
wraps | all matter and every point of constantly assigning their form and 
their position, from the varied freedom of the higher organisations down to the rigid 
outlines of the terrestrial crystal, each inf with its appropriate life of energy. 
They will then begin to ve some true knowledge of the Theo ute condition of thel 
dwelling-place, aubjected, like al! matter permeated by spirit, toan origin and an end, 
4 youth, a maturity, and an old age, learning, in the words of an author whose due 
time of appreciation is not yet come, ‘that the southern hemisphere is the spring of 
our terrestrial habitation, the equator the summer, the northern hemisphere its au- 
tumn, and the polar basin its final dissolution.”

WHY HAS GOLD MINING IN WALES PAILED? X_ 


Srn,—A question big with importance, not only in a commercial point of view, but 
also in a scientific one, was propounded in your last week’s Journal—‘* Why has Gold 
Mining in Wales failed?” I presume the question means, How is it gold cannot be 
extracted from the ores at a profit? As every one must know who has ever been in 
North Wales, and paid any attention to mining, that mining has not been followed 
there, unless Giving levels at the tops of mountains can be so considered, if so, there 
is no lack of such evidence. In endeavouring to answer the question, Ido 80 from 
experience, confirmed by practice. Firstly, [ have found gold in Wales in quartz, 
sohistose slate, clay-slate, and gossans. The ores hold the gold in three forms—crys- 
tallised, or nu Y; plates, or leafy ; menstruus, or in an invisible state, and is me- 
chanically and chemically combined with silver, copper, lead, blende, iron, bismuth, 
sulphur, and arsenic. 

It must be quite boon ne and practice has proved it, that to separate the precious 
metal, a purely mechanical, or a purely ¢ operation, will not perform the ob- 
ject required; the two must be combined. Legions of machines have within the last 
two years been tried, and with what success the public are now ableto judge. To in- 
sure success, there must be a chemical examination of the ores, before the right and 
proper mode of extraction ean be determined. 1 bave found ores from the same 
differ in quality, natare, and properties. The failure has arisen, not from the want 
of a sufficient quan of gold in the ores to pay for the cost of treatment, but from 
the want of practical knowledge, and to the sheer i ‘ance of who have at- 
tempted to carry out the operations without a chemical | wi . Asan instance,

Srx,—Your correspondent, “‘ Purima,” in last Saturday’s Journal, says he does not 
understand my assertion, that an auriferous leasehold bears little or no intrinsic value 
in itself, I will observe in limine, that a company’s estate in the acknowledged 
gold fields cannot be twenty miles in extent, unless bought in freehold, which is a 
supposition we have not hitherto been discussing in the question ef alluvial washing. 
Such a thing is im ible at present, as the land is not sold by the Government of 
Australia in large blocks at the gold fields, and, therefore, we will dismiss this part 
of the question at once. But the question now before us is this :—Assuming that a 
company has su ed in leasing from the Crown a portion of an auriferous gully, 
what is its market value if sold as an asset of the company? 

To investigate this question properly, we must take a glance at the general ques- 
tion of supply and demand. Now, the market price of any commodity is always re- 
quinted by the proportion between the quantity actually brought to market, and the 

emand of those who are willing to pay the natural price of the commedity. . This 
demand is called by political economists the effectual demand, and differs from an- 
absolute demand. Thus, a very r speculator on ’Change may in some sense be 
said to have a demand for an auriferous jease. But this demand cannot be said te be 


it. The effectual demand, consequently, lays in Australia. Now, when the quantity 
of any article in the market exceeds the effectual demand, it cannot be all sold to those 
willing to pay an extravagant price for it. Nay, more, the price must sink below the 
natural price, according as the greatness of the excess increases more or less the com- 
petition of the seller, or according as it happens to be more or less important to them 
to get immediately rid of the article. : 

Let us now apply these acknowle data to the question of the value of auriferous 
leases. There are at present 17 gold fields, I believe, in Victoria, besides, at least, 23 
more in other p may 40 in all, each of which contains, at least, 10 gullies, or pla- 
cers, more or leas valuable for alluvial washing; their relative value sepente upon 
the rate of wages in the particular district, the facilities of access, &c, ch of these 
gullies, again, would rely be.a mile or two long, and, consequently, require se- 
veral leases to cover them, according to existing regulations. Thus we have, on the 
most moderate estimate, 1200 leases in the market. What, now, let us ask, ia the 
effectual demand inAustralia? Literally none. The few companies who might be de- 
sirous to obtain aleasecan always obtain one of these 1200 at first-cost from the Crown ; 
and going upon the rule that the price of an article must even sink below the natural 
price, according as the greatness of the excess increases more or the competition 
of the buyers, we arrive at the result, that it is doubtful whether more would be ob- 
tained for it than what was, in the first instance, paid the Crown, which is simply the 
annual royalty, and something additional, fixed by competition at auction. 

Thus, although from a combination of causes, 8, instead of seeking for afresh 
ieasehold for themselves, will probably give a trifle above the natural price, the sum 
can never be large, being only the estimated difference between the ascertained value 
of a rich locality, and the value of time and trouble in seeking and determining upon 
another, and thoroughly exploring the same. We arrive, therefore, at ‘the result, 
that the value of a leasehold, without taking into account the machinery and labour 
expended in developing the same, {8 li next to nothing, and that those agents 
who buy at large prices,are lee : their constituents pay the penalty of 
their ignorance and want of activity in : gtound for themselves.

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BARRANS’ PATENT CUP-SURFACE BOILERS. x 
In the various improvements whicli have faken place in the construc- 
tion of steam-engine boilers during the past 20 years, the great object has 
very naturally bovn the extonsion of the area of heating surface, in pro- 
portion to the size of the boiler and estimated power of the engine. In 
the locomotive, from the action of which high velocities are required, this 
becomes an essential and imperative necessity, and numerous and varied 
have been the suggestions and practical arrangements by our most expe- 
rienced and scientific men to accomplish this desirable object. On Monday 
last we had the oppotinaily of witnessing in operation, at the foundry of 
Messrs. R. and T. Hughes, Brighton Railway Station, New Cross, a boiler 
of novel construction, invented-and patented by Mr. Barrans, and which 
is tow the property of Messrs, Hughes. The boilers may be of any 
ordinary construction ; the improvement introduced by the patentee con- 
sisting in piercing the sides and top of the fire-box, and the crown plate 
of the boiler flue, with a number of holes about 3 in. diameter, into each 
of which, projecting into the water space, is rivetted a malleable cast-iron 
cup, from 4 to 6-in. deep, those on the sides being cylindrical, while those 
on the crown plate are spherical. These cups are, of course, covered in 
every direction by the water in the boiler, and the inside being exposed to 
the-heat of the fire and concentrating the temperature, present so much 
additional heating surface, and the boiler is enabled to get up steam in a 
vast deal less time, with a diminished quantity of fuel. Several station- 
ary horizontal boilers of this description have been in use in the metropolis 
for the past 12 months with perfect success, which, being worked by gas 
coké, have avoided the smoke nuisance; and the experiment on Monday 
witha new spintioel vertical boiler gave every satisfaction, got up steam 
quickly, and kept the engine steadily working, with a mere stratum of gas 
coke on the fire-bars. This latter low priced and easily obtainable fuel 
appears to be peculiarly applicable to this boiler, with which they will be 
found to work with greateconomy. Thevertical boiler is 6 ft. high, 30 in. 
diameter, with 64 cups; area of heating surface, 50 ft.; area of fire bars, 
2: ft. It took 56 lbs, coke to get up the steam in 40 minutes; 161 lbs. of 
gas coke, in three hours, evaporated 144 gallons, or 1440 lbs, of water, 
equal to.9 lbs. of water to 1 lb. of coke: the feed water supplied during 
the entire experiment being at 60° Fahr. 

To give a more correct idea of the value of this improvement, we men- 
tion the following experiment, by. Mr. Daniel Kinnear Clark, C.E., on a 
boiler of 12-horse power on this mode of construction :—Without enter- 
ing into the details of measurement, we may state that this boiler was 
not of the vertical, but of the locomotive form, that the tube surface was 
108°15 square ft. ; total ea 151°09 square ft, ; area of fire-bars, 
4°17 square feet ; ratio of total heating surface to area of grate, 36} to 1. 
The nett increase of fire-box surface due to the cups was 15°74 square fect, 
or 58 per cent. The boiler was conneeted with the shop engine, which 
was worked exclusively by the steam from this boiler during the trial, a 
-small blast-pipe being led from the boiler into the chimney to urge the 
draught, and the steam conveyed by it supplied a continuous and uniform 
draught upon the fire during the trial. The fuel used was ordinary gas 
coke. The boiler was filled with cold water to the ordinary water-level ; 
the fire was then made with 174 lbs. of split wood and shavings, and 84 lbs. 
of coke, When the steam was up and blowing off, it was turned on to 
the engine, and at the same time into the chimney. Throughout the 
trial the steam blew off freely at the safety-valve, and there was always 
abundance of steam for the engine and blast ; it blew off clear, and appa- 
rently quite dry, and no symptoms of priming could be observed. Con-

Goldenhill, Staffordshire, a fatal accident occurred by the fracture of a flat wire-rope, 
killing two butties, W. Bettaney and J. Baxter. It appears that the shaft is 21 yards 
deep, with a — 9 yards i | in water; and as they were descending in the skip, 
the engine-man felt a jerk, an running out, found the rope severed. The enquiry 
was very lengthened and searching, particularly as to the efficiency of galvanised 
wire-rope under certain circumstances, Mr. T. W , the Government Inspector, 
being present.
